THE CELEBRATION (IF AMF.RICAN 

IMHTDNDKNCK. 

Ill accor< : tfa the customs of 

past years u-ties ]>egan an 

early move in the direction of oelebrat 
ing the 4th of July, 1878, with the 
nnation to make the days' doings 
at least as imposing this year as on 
former occasions. That they succeed- 
ed in so doing, we believe was the 
opinion of a large majority who spent 
the day and evening in our village, al- 
though the fire work display of itself 
was, perhaps, not quite as much noted 
for its diversity and brilliancy as in a 
few instances of former years. But 
what it lacked in gorgeoiisiiesH was 
fully balanced by duration. 

If we mistake not Ayer's almanac 
and divers others make the fourth of 
July occur between the third and fifth 
days of the seventh month, but the 
boys of Mexico were by no means cir- 
cumscribed by any such narrow limits ; 
consequently the fourth began this 
year by the firing of crackers about as 
early as the 1st, and ended, except in 
a few stray cases, with the close of the 
firemen's ball Friday morning, July 
5th ; but the full reaction of effects 
were not over with some till several 
days later. 

Full preparations for the gala features 
of the holiday were completed in due 
season, and, uotwitstanding the need 
of rain was felt the weather prospects 
were carefully investigated and the 
clouds of Wednesday, July 3d, were 
closely watched, many fearing that if 
the outward indications of rain did not 
prove correct on that day or evening 
Thursday would surely bring wet 
weather, and a badly soiled if not ruined 
Independence. 

Thursday morning approached and 
with it a clouded sky and also a very 
light rain ; but the latter soon "dried 
up" and the former proved a rich bless 
ing in disguise. In the afternoon the 
sky was clear and the sun hot but a 
light I ■ the north-west re- 

lieved the people of the stifling, op- 
pressive heat of the forenoon. 

A midnight salute was fired and an- 
other made its remarks at about 4 a. m. 
People began to get in readiness for 
the days' celebration at an early hour. 
When it was about time for the arrival 
of the train from the Fast the village 
firemen and Helicon Band marched to 
the depot and escorted the Pulaski 
an into town. Proceeding to the 
engine house, the president of our vil- 
lage, Mr. G. H. Goodwin, delivered an 
address of welcome to the Pulaski fire- 
men. Later, the fire companies, Hun- 
tington Guards, and a large gathering 
of civilians proceeded to the academy 
grounds, where after the reading of the 
declaration of Independence by Mr. M. 
L. Wright President Goodwin ad- 
dressed the assemblage, his oration 
abounding in sentiments of patriotism, 
and being listened to with great in 
terest. Returning up town from the

Throughout the day and in the even 
ing the Helicon Band sustained its ex- 
cellence for music, and marshall music 
led us of former days, when the 
marshalled hosts of patriotism marched 
to southern soil to battle for the I 
and maintain the liberty won by our fa 
tbers of which Independence day is a 
type, but more than a shadow. 

After dinner, that very important ad- 
junct of the proper observance of a 
great national holiday, preparations 
i.ade for the sham fight A bat 
tery of one cannon was planted in the 
center of Main street where it is inter

The exciting, fnn-prodacing tab-race 
came off on Salmon creek ; but, like 
many others, overcome with the noise 
and heat, we pleaded indisposition and 
did not go to witness the sport. 

There was a partial lull among the 
crowd, and many retired to their sup 
pers and to take a fresh start for the 
evening's performances ; and others to 
prepare for the firemen's party at Km 
pire Hall, which, with a large number, 
concluded the Fourth of July cclelmt 
tion, though many were, to use a com 
mon phrase, "played out" without 
participating in the dance. 

We should not omit to say that the 
engine was placed on Main street and 
the firemen gave a fine test of their 
capacity for throwing water, in the 
latter part of the afternoon, winning 
great applause, and also accomplishing 
good results by, sprinkling down the 
dust ; for, although the light rain of 
the morning had nicely prepared the 
streets, the afternoon's bright sun, 
and the constant travel of teams and 
pedestrians, added to the tramping of 
those engaged in the sham fight, had 
created a great necessity for the use 
of water. 

Shortly before nine o'clock the even- 
ing's amusements Opened by the ap- 
pearance, on Main street, of the Fan- 
tastics, disguised in the most ludicrous 
manner imaginable, accompanied by 
torchlight-bearers, to light up their 
features for the benefit of the specta- 
tors, while the former marched and 
countermarched, incessantly discharg- 
ing Roman candles. 

Several very fine balloons were sent 
up, and, mounting upward to a great 
height were very much admired. 

display of fire balls, in their 
riehochet movements, in (indirections, 
above and through the crowd, and oc- 
casionally smashing a large window- 
pane, was a magnificent sight some 
times creating a little consternation, 
but greatly admired and loudly and 
continually applauded. 

Chinese lanterns were displayed in 
front of Empire Hall ; the arrange- 
ments of the ball were good, the mu- 
sic excellent ; the supper, got Op by 
Dillon, of the Empire House, was equal 
to its former standard and the party 
was a grand success. 

Great enthusiasm prevailed through- 
out the day, a large number of flags 
wero displayed, a larger crowd was 
in town than on any previous similar 
occasion, and glorious was the cele- 
bration of the Fourth of July, 1878.

I'.ni roil JoUUNAI. : — You receive this 

epistle from the regions of fair Wyom 

ing Valley, where I shall spend two 

memorable days fa American history 

— Independence Day and the Cent, n 

nisi of the Massacre, of Wyoming— 

both of which are to be celebrated 
simultaneously. 

Being B native of Wyoming Valley, 
of course this centennial has greater 
attractions for me than for many 
others. I shall try to extract all the 
pleasures I can during my sojourn 
here. 

While at leisure J wish to eonmmni 
catc for your paper my experience at, 

the examination of the pupils of the 

Institution for the Improved Instruc- 
tion of Deaf Mutes, (articulate,) in 
Now York, which tool place in the re 
caption room of tho institution, on 
tho 17th and 18th of June, from Id to 

12 A. M. 

I found that room crowded to its 
utmost capacity with friends and rel 
stives of the pupils, and, among the 
distinguished guests present. 1 ob 
served the Rev Dr. Thomas Gallaudct, 
and Mr. I. Roselifeld, lab- treasurer, 
now vice president of tho institution, 
and one of its founders ; also a Miss 
Rogers, Principal of the Northampton 
Insfitutionfor Deaf-Mutes, (articulate,) 
to whom I had the pleasure of an in- 
troduction. I also had a conversation 
with her. She seems to be a strong 
advocate of the articulate system. 

One of flie lower classes was first 
put on exhibition. It was tho ola^s 
under the tuition of Miss Keeler. The 
teacher asked them a number of (pies 

tions touching a picture which was 

placed before them. The picture was 
well described, and the answers so 
distinctly given as to be understood 
by all. Tho pupils did their teacher 
and the school much credit, being the 
class next the lowest and under but 
one year's tuition. 

Next, followed the classes of Misses 
Pbipps and Broee, which are of abdut 
the same grade, and, although that 
of Miss Brace is taught the same 
branches, its advancement WM mani- 
fested not only in the thoughts, but, 
in the longer and better formed sen 
in which those thoughts were 

expressed. 

Some of the pupils of these lower 
grades, when answering questions put 
to them, for fear of giving information 
to their class-mates, and to prevent 
(Ik in from rending their lips, put their 
hands to their mouths. This maneu 
ver was not understood by the ail 

dienoe, and tho explanation of the 

principal, Professor ( Ireeliborgor, 
amused them. 

Miss Rattan's class, the next ad- 
vanced, now Came fa : the boys seemed 
to feel their dignity, and to look down 

on thow who preceded them. I recog- 
nized among the pupils of this class 
some who, a few years ago. at the 
time I was a pupil of the institution, 
were in the class now taught by Miss 
Pbipps. Well they might be proud of 
their rapid progress, as among their 
studies they now number reading, 
grammatical exercises, arithmetic, 

geography, history, composition, &c 

^no pupil was repeatedly corrected 
for pronouncing Lake Ontario thus : 

"Ontario" i then, as if suddenly •re- 
membering the correct pronunciation,

Lake Ontario," noweorrect and very 
distinct. This caused a general laugh 
among the audience. 

The last class which was placed un- 
der examination (hist, but not least.) 

was taught by Miss Way. It was 
represented by three boys and one 
Sol.

-The case of Wade Harris, a deaf 
muto, who was indicted by the last 
Grand Jury for burglary hi breaking 
into Bussing's bank several weeks 
ago, was nolle,! by the County l'ros 
ecutor yesterday afternoon. Efforts 
had been made to communicate with 
the prisoner, but with only partial 
success. His affliction coming upon 
him after he had grown up, and 
being n% the time an uneducated 
man, a common sailor, he had not 
acquired a mastery of even the mute 
alphabet Mr. Robert McGregor, the 
instructor of deaf mutes in our com 
mon schools, had been unablo to 
make him understand his position. 

Under the circumstanees, although 

there was a char cose against the 
prisoner, Mr. Irwin, the Prosecutor, 
thought it best that tho indictment 
should be nolled. Judge Longworlh 
coincided with him, and the prisoner 

was discharged. The prisoner seemed 
Unite able to understand that he bad 
been discharged when the fact had 
been interpreted to him by Mr. Mc- 
Gregor. He managed, by a series of 
indistinguishable aspirations ami 
ing (d the body, to indicate to the 
Court his gratitude for his discharge. 
After the Judge left the bench, lie 
v the Judge 1 ) sent for the prisoner's 
counsel.

room, lie comes from Michigan, and 
is said to have been stricken deaf and 
dumb by the unexpected explosion of 
cannon.
